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Introduction 


The natural history of the fishes occurring in Bastar district in Madhya 
Pradesh, India are being presented in this paper. Systematic account on 
fishes of Bastar is not much known except the referenda oi Hora (1938). 
During the period 1978-1980 field surveys in Bastar district were conducted 
and representative examples of fish from the localities detailed in the list 
of collecting stations were collected. The present paper deals on the 
aforesaid material which comprises 100 species belonging to 45 genera and 
19 families. Of these, two species, viz., Clupisomo bastari and Punt ins saberi 
have been established (Datta and Karmakar, 1980, 1981). 

Dubey and Mehra (1959) worked on the fish and fisheries of Chambal 
river and listed 71 species of fishes. Hora (1938) reported 13 species of 
fishes from Bailadila range, Bastar district. Hora (1940) described 43 
species of fishes from the headwaters of the Mahanadi river, Raipur district, 
Central Provinces. Hora and Nair (1941) reported 40 species of fishes from 
the Satpura range, Hoshangabad district. Central Provinces. Somi (1959, 60) 
found 35 species of fishes in Bhopal lower lake and 43 species of fishes in 
Bhopal upper lake respectively. Menon (1951) discussed' an the role of 
Eastern Ghats in the distribution of Malayan fauna and flora to penin¬ 
sular India. The present fish collections were made in the head waters 
of Godavari and Mahanadi River Systems, namely, Indravati river, Saberi 
river, Mahanadi, Dudhnadi and Kukri (Bhor) river. Collections were also 
made from lakes, tanks and other watermasses. 

The general topography of the area is mainly mountainous intersected 
with rivers and rivulets. The valleys are undulating with dry, mixed, deci¬ 
duous forcstes consisting mainly of Sal. Teak, Mahua, Tamarind, Tendu, 
Jamun, Mango, Peepal, Palm, Bamboo, Babbul and various kinds of creepers. 
The undcrcanopp consists of grasses (ghonar, kusad). The termite mounds 
are very common in the forest.

Discussion on Zoo-Geographical Distribution 

Out of 19 families represented in Bastiar 14 are represented in 
Africa, 7 in South America and 19 in Asia. The assemblages reci¬ 
procate the events occurring after the break up of the Geologic Gond- 
wana land. The pattern of distribution in India, South China east 
ward beyond the range of Shan State and' Malaya Peninsula agrees 
with the view e L xpressed by Hora (1949). The affinity of the Malaysian 
Ichthyofauna with India has been emphasised by Hora (1944) and] Menem 
(1953, 1955). It was held that Indian Ostariophysii originated in South 
China and dispersed along the Himalaya and Burma—Malayan Arch. Briggs 
(1979) asserted that the cyprinoids had their origin in the oriental region 
in South-East Asia. These hypothesises lack from not having firm ground 
in respect to evidences based on phylogenetic relationship. The idea of 
ancestral lineages of the present day Ostariaphysean group from the 
evalutionary centres (Briggs 1979) suffer on the basis of palaeogeography in 
relation to divergent views concerning the Gondwanic position of the south¬ 
east Asian block and its likely connection with India. Burton (1970) and 
Ridds (1971) held on the juxta position of the Malaya peninsula with 
India, where as Stauffer (1974) considered the Malayan block having 
African connections in the past Geologic ages. Therefore, accounting for a 
Gondwanic distribution stopped by the narrower geographical gap separating 
the Indian and African species in two continents. 

The Ethiopian elements are indicated by the genus Barilius. Rasbora, 
Garra, Labeo, Puntiu |s, Tor, Mysfus, Rita and Clarias. Species under thet 
genus Clarias are found in Africa, Syria, and South-east Asia upto East Indies. 
Clarias batrachus is found throughout the Indian Sub-continent and extends 
upto Malaysia. Genus Garra. Labeo , Puntim and Barilius are widely 
scattered in Africa, Iran, Pakistan, Afganisthan. Fishes under the genus 
Tor are found throughout Asia, Africa and are also distributed in Europe* 
but the number of species are diminished in Malaysia. The genus Rasbora 
is also represented in Africa, Sri Lanka and extend to Burmai and Malaysia, 

The common Palaearctic, Oriental and some Ethiopean genera represent¬ 
ed in the fish fauna of Bastar, are Oxygarter y Salmostoma, Barilius , Danio , 
Esomus, Rasbora, A mhlypharyngodon, A'spidoparia, Catla , Crossocheilus, 
Garra , Labeo , PuntiiM , Tor , Lepidocephalus , Noemacheilm , Mystus , Rita, 
Bagarius , Glyptothorax , Clarias and Channa. 

The genesra common to Indian and Indo-Chinese sub-regions including 
Malaysia are Cirrhinus , Osteobrarm, Ompok , Walla go, Clupisoma x Pseu - 
deutropius, Silonia and Heteropneustes. The majority of the genus common 
in the above sub-regions fall under Siluriformes. These are bottom 
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dwellers generally occur in sluggish streams. The genus Ompok extends 
upto East Indies and Malaysia. It may be noted that nineteen species, 
•endemic to Deccan, also found in Bastar. The genus Osteobrama which 
extends from Burma, Eastern Himalayas and Gangetic Plain is represented 
in Bastar. The pattern of distribution reflects the intrusive drive of the! 
mode of dispersal. 

The South-Chinese elements are represented by the genera Oxygaster , 
Esomus , Croossocheilus, Lepidocephalus, Bagarius and Glyptothorax. There 
exists considerable element of the Malayan fauna (15 species) in Bastar 
region. The existence of + he Malayan element in the fauna of Deccan region 
is well known. The theories explaining the distribution of the Malayan 
element have been mentioned by the Himalayan Glaciation Theory of 
Mandicot and Blonford (1879) and Satpura Hypothesis of Hora (1949). 
Mandicot and Blanfordl considered! that the glacial epoch led to the distri¬ 
bution of the species towards equator where the temperature was greater. 
Hora explained' that there existed land 1 connection between Deccan and far 
■east alfrough no direct geological evidence is available. Hora (1949) believed 
that Vindya-Satpura Range had continuity with Assam Himalaya in the east 
and western Ghat in the west. The present day elevation of these gfoup of 
mountains lies between 1525—1830 metres. The ecological parameters of 
these mountains with annual rainfall are also in the same range. The 
tropical evergreen forest covering the above group of mountains are also 
similar. The biological evidences support Horo’s views, but geological 
evidences do not fit to support this concept. The distribution of the fishes 
suggests possibilities of its migration from far east which might have been 
initiated in the past. In the present state of our knowledge, the access to 
the supporting geological evidences may not be properly understood. However, 
the fish fauna of Bastar agree with the views made by Hora. 

Out of 100 species, 23 speciieis are endemic to Indian region in which 
19 species are distributed below 24° South in the Deccan region. The 
remaining are distributed in the Indian region ; 23 species to Long 80°W— 
82°E./Lait. 6°S.—10°N (Sri Lanka) ; 47 species to Long. 56°N—80°E/Lat. 
24°S—36°N (Pakistan) ; 54 species to Long 88°W—92 C E/Lat. 22°S—28°N 
(Bangladesh) ; 16 species to Long 8Q°W—88°E/Lat. 27°S—32°N (Nepal) ; 
50 species to Burma, 22 species simuhaeniously occurring upto Thailand, 
15 species to South China (Long. 92°W—110°E/Lat. 0°S—28°N). 

From this analysis, it may be noted that the number of common 
species decreases with the radial distribution when approaching south-east ; 
as evidenced by the species composition. 82 species are occurring in morej 
than one country in the Indian region. 
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Summary 

100 species belong’ng to 45 genera and 19 families have beve recorded. 
The presence of the endemic Deccan fish fauna in Bastar district has been 
indicated. The extent of distribution of the fishes in adjoining countries 
are also discussed. 
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
